81 In April 1988, a Ground Lease and Operating Agreement (Agreement) was executed between the
former Redevelopment Agency and the Cusumano Brothers Partnership (now A.P.X Properties, LP).
The term of the Agreement is for 70 years from April 21, 1988 with an option to extend the Agreement
for an additional 29 years (for a total of 99 years). The Agreement terminates on April 20, 2087
assuming the option to extend is exercised. Under the terms of the Agreement, the Agency (now
Successor Agency to the Redevelopment Agency of the City of Burbank) retains the fee ownership of
the land, and A.P.X. owns the parking structure until the termination of the Agreement when the
ownership of the structure and land reverts to the City of Burbank. The Agreement requires the former
Agency to pay one-half (1/2) of the costs of maintenance, repairs, alterations, and reconstruction of
the premises are paid monthly.
